By 
the Auditor’s report, it appears that there will be due from collectors 
of the revenue, on the ist day of December next, the sum of $2,949 
1643 to which add the sum of $612 94, now due by defaulters, will 
make the sum of $9,461 104 ; from which sum deduct the expense 
of colleetion and probable amount of military bounty lands that may 
be stricken off to the territory on the first Monday of November next, 
$2,965, leaves a balance of $7,096 104, the probable amount of neat 
revenue for the cutrent year. The Committee find, however, on ex- 
amination of former reports with the Treasurer’s books, that a mate- 
vial difference arises in consequence of interest allowed at the trea- 
sury on redeemed scrip not estimated in former reports. The 
amount, as near as the Committee can find out, is $1,684 17, for 
which sum there must still be scrip out-standing, and should, therefore,

the knowledge which they possessed of the great value of the coun- 
try, on account of its mineral qualities, its salines, its genial climate, 
fine water, and fertile soil. And it is also equally certain, that no 
indulgence or favors granted to the Cherokee Indians, by the govern- 


ment, to conciliate or gratify them, will silence their murmurs, or . 


satisfy their claims. "They are a restless, dissatisfied, insolent, and 
ambitious tribe, engaged in constant intrigues with neighboring tribes, 
to foment difficulties, produce discord, and defcat the great object of 
the government, in promoting the civilization of the Indians, and 
preserving peace among them. Your Mernorialists have long enter- 
tained the belief, that the most effectual measure to defeat their de- 
signs, and paralize their wicked efforts, was.to surround them by 
white settlements, and confine them to their own lands. This mea- 
sure would also have the additidnal good effect, of promoting their 
own civilization and knowledge of agriculture. The settlement of 
Lovely’s Purchase will be the most efficient means of effecting this 
desirable object. i 

The General Assembly of the Territory of Arkansas have pre- 
sented this important subject to the consideration of the President, 
with the fullest confidence, that his decision will be marked by the 
same degree of liberality and justice, which has characterized all his 
acts in relation to subjects involving the interests of Arkansas.

: United States of America, in Congress assembled. 
Your Memorialists, the General Assembly of the Teritory of Ar- 
. kansas, respectfully represent: That the interests of said territory are 
intimately connected with the measures which Congress may adop t 
in relation to the sale and settlement of the public lands of the Unit- 
ed States. Your Memorialists humbly conceive it to bethe intention 
of Congress, to appropriate the vast unsettled regions of the west, tc 
supply the wants and promote the happiness of the citizens of the 
United States. The western country is peculiarly the asylum of the 
oppressed, and may emphatically be called the poor man’s home.— 
Your Memorialists believe, that any law which will open to the indi- 
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gent a way to independence, and give to them and their children a 
grade above that of tenants, and a permanent home on their own 
soil, well subserves the cause of humanity, and isin strict accordance 
with the principles adopted by our government. Your Memorialists 
farther respectfully represent, that the rich lands of our territory are 
situated in detached parcels, and generally confined to the water 
courses; that the intermediate lands are generally of a quality that 
cannot for a long time, if ever, be sold, to the manifest injury as well 
of the general government as of this territory. To dcvance then the 
interests of the general government, as well as those of our own Ter- 
ritory, your Memorialists would respectfully suggest, that the 
laws of the United States regulating the primary disposal of the pub- 
lic lands, should be so altered as to permit the same to be disposed 
of in the manner proposed in the bill introduced in the Senate of the 
United States, by the Honorable Tuomas H. Benvon, a Senator 
in Congress from the state of Missouri, “to graduate the price of the 
public lands,” his views on that subject, being in perfect accordance 
with the views of your Memorialists. Your Memorialists believe that 
the passage of such a law, would greatly increase the strength of our 
frontier settlements, and in a few years place us in a situation to pro- 
tect and defend ourselves, against the various tribes of faithless In- 
dians that now surround us, and create an annual increase of revenue 
a many thousands of dollars in favor of the treasury of the United 
lates. 

The General Assembly of the Territory of Arkansas has presented 
this important subject to the Congress of the United States, with the 
fullest confidence that its decision thereon, will be in perfect accord- 
ance with our views and wishes.
